REPORT OF LIBRARIAN. 
To THE Boarp or TRUSTEES OF JACKSON FREE Pubic Liprary. 


The new Library building was opened to the public August 1 
i) 

The following is a report of the work in the library from that 
date, for the year ending February 14, 1902. 
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The building has been open 78 days. During August and Sep- 
tember it was open 4 hours daily, from 10 to 12 A. M., and 4 to 
6 P. M., during the succeeding months, it has been opened every 
Saturday from 2 to 4 P. M. | 

The number of books given out has been 1509, a monthly 
average of 252 volumes, and a weekly average of 56 volumes. 
78 books have been added to the library of which, Mrs. Lucey 8S. 
Scribner gave 17 volumes, besides subscribing for 4 magazines. 

The number of books in this library is now 1847. 

The following magazines are received regularly; Century, 
Harper’s, Scribner’s, World's Work, Scientific American, 
Critic, McClures, Munsey, Everybody’s Magazine, Success, 
Harper’s Bazarr, St. Nicholas, Ladies’ Home Journal and 
Little Folks.
